Model Prices 8% 


DETROIT (AIM 
Ford Mo­ 
tor Co. has told its dealers 
prices on its 1975-model cars 
and trucks will increase an av­ 
erage of 8 per cent when the 
new model Fords go on sale this 
fall. 
The increase would raise the 
cost of Ford vehicles between 
$2oo and $800, averaging about 
$420. Hut the firm did not say 
specifically how it would dis­ 
tribute the increases among its 
models. 
A lord official cited rising 
costs in announcing the pro­ 
posed increases in letters to the 
firm's (>.800 dealers 
"Although the company re­ 
mains fully committed to pric­ 
ing restraint, part of these costs 
must he offset," Ford Division 
sales manager WJ.Oben wrote 
the dealers. 
An 8 per cent increase would 
bring the retail cost of an aver­ 
age sub compact Pinto to more 
than $3,000; a $4,500 Torino to 
$4,860, an $8,(MM) Thunderbird to 


$8,640. and a Slo.oou Lincoln 
Continental to $10.800. 
The Pinto would cost $3.024 
compared to the current aver­ 
age $2,800 In May. 1973. the 
Pinto sold for $2.oil 
Throughout the 
1974-model 
year. Ford has been in line with 
pricing leader General Motors 
as the four I S. automakers 
including 
Chrysler 
and 
American 
Motors 
issued 
frequent retail sticker in­ 
creases. 
Ford alone raised prices six 
times on 1974-model cars, in 
creasing the cost of the average 
Ford vehicle to $522 or 11 1 per 
cent more than the vehicle cost 
at 1973-model year end. 
Executives at Ford. GM and 
Chrysler indicated recently 
they intend to continue periodic 
price increases as long as the 
inflationary spiral continues. 
The automakers traditionally 
sought to schedule one increase

Turkish Military Intentions 
In Cyprus Misread by U.S. 


W ASHINGTON <AP> - U.S. 
intelligence misread Turkish 
m ilitary intentions towards 
Cyprus, administration of­ 
ficials acknowledge. 
"It was our conventional wis 
dom that the Turks could he 
talked 
out 
of 
landing 
on 
Cyprus,” one official said “ Ob­ 
viously, we were wrong.” 
History played a part in the 
misjudgment 
by 
U.S. 
in­ 
telligence as well a number of 
governments, including the 
British, with whom the United 
States consulted as the crisis 
deepened. 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger recalled Saturday 
that during the 1964 and 1967 
Cyprus crises the Turks embar­ 
ked troops, but did not invade 
the island. 
Therefore. 
Kissinger 
said, 
many 
members 
of 
the 
in­ 
telligence community and for­ 
eign governments thought this 
I mg of troops from southern 
Turkey might again be a 
maneuver to bring pressure on 
Greece m diplomatic negotia­ 
tions, rather than a forerunner 
of invasion. 
Earlier, 
the 
sailing 
itself 
came as a surprise to many 
I S. officials, although they 
were aware Turkey had con­ 


centrated troops and tanks on 
its southern coast. 
Pentagon sources reported 
the Turks had closed off the 
area around the port of Mersin, 
excluding U.S. attaches and 
other observers. 
Pentaton officials insisted all 
last week that the United States 
was not conducting aerial re­ 
connaissance over southern 
Turkey and Cyprus, or the wa­ 
ters between. They said they 
were depending on the British 
for that kind of information as 
the United States strove to 
maintain a low military profile 
in the situation. 
But even with knowledge thal 
the Turkish force had sailed, 
officials said they had no way o) 
knowing what the Turks in­ 
tended. 
U.S. intelligence has come 
under criticism in two major 
crises in the past six years. It 
was accused of failing to antici­ 
pate the Soviet invasion of 
Czechoslovakia in 1968 and oi 
misinterpreting the signs of an 
imminent Arab attack on Israel 
last October 
Meanwhile,

exposing wrongdoing high in 
the executive branch" lies w ith 
the president and he should not 
Ik* relieved ot this responsi­ 
bility or ol the consequences ol 
not tultilling it.

LISBON — An overheated furnace apparently triggered the

LONDON (A P) - Greek and 
Turkish military forces are just 
about evenly balanced on the 
seas and in the air but the Turks 
hold a 3-1 edge in military 
manpower, according to the 
International 
Institute 
of 
:Strategic Studies. 
British military experts be­ 
lieve the United States, the ma­ 
jor supplier of military hard­ 
ware to Doth countries, is partly 
responsible for the sea and air 
balance because it wanted a 
military stalemate in the east­ 
ern Mediterranean. 
But Turkey has a standing 
force of 365,000 men backed by 
750,000 reservists and a para­ 
military force of 75,000 gen­ 
darmes, a total of more than 1.1 
million men. 
Greece maintains a 120,000- 
man regular army plus l60,ooo 
reserves, a 
30,000-man gen 
darmerie and a national guard 
of 69.000 men. That totals 379,- 
000 men. 
The Turkish edge is rein­ 
forced in a key sector—tanks 
and antitank weaponry. 
Ankara’s forces have 1,400

Ban the Can’ 
Legislation 
Is Under Fire 


WASHINGTON 
“ Ban-the 
can" legislation now pending in 
Congress would imperil thou­ 
sands of steelworkers’ jobs, 
spokesmen for the steel indus­ 
try have charged 
The legislation, designed to 
both clean up the environment 
and conserve energy, would in 
fact "disrupt, and in many 
cases ruin, the lives and econ 
omy of thousands of wage earn 
ers," the industry charged. 
This testimony was delivered 
recently by George A. Stinson, 
head of National Steel Corp.. 
appearing as a spokesman for 
the American Iron and Steel In­ 
stitute which lobbies for the in­ 
dustry here 
Stinson appeared lief ore a 
Senate Public Works Environ­ 
mental Pollution Subcommittee 
which is considering a variety 
of legislation designed to cope 
with America’s growing solid 
waste disposal problems. 
One bill authored by Sen, 
Mark 
Hatfield, 
R-Ore., and 
generally 
supported by 
the 
Nixon 
Administration 
would 
have the effect of getting steel 
and aluminum cans and one­ 
way throwaway bottles off the 
market. 
Modeled on a law now in ef­ 
fect in Oregon, the proposed 
law would effectively ban cans 
and throwaway bottles by re­ 
quiring a deposit on all such 
containers. 
Stinson said more than 42,000 
steelworkers are directly em­ 
ployed in producing cans, in­ 
cluding 3,656 in Ohio, 9,485 in 
Pennsylvania and 8,793 in West 
Virginia. 
“ The cure in this case in 
more damaging than the dis­ 
ease," he testified.

CHICAGO 
(A P) 
Forty 
years ago tonight, 22 federal 
agents 
surrounded 
the 
Biograph Theater on the North 
Side and waited for John 
Dillinger to come out. 
“ It was the longest two hours 
I ever spent,” Melvin Purvis, 
the Federal Bureau of Investi­ 
gation agent in charge, said at 
the time “ Not a cat could have 
got through our lines ” 
Authorities had been tipped 
that “ the most brazen desper­ 
ado since Jesse Jam es" would 
go to the theater to see Clark 
Gable starring in Manhattan 
Melodrama. 
They said Dillinger and his 
gang had robbed more than 100 
banks 
Dillinger had survived run­ 
ning gun battles w ith police who 
listed him as Public Enemy No. 
1. 
In the end, it was the “ woman 
m red" who turned on him. 
Dillinger considered Mrs. 
Anna Sage a friend. She was 
convicted of running a house of 
prostitution in Gary, Ind. She 
lingered him tor the G-men in 
return tor a promise she would 
not be deported to her native 
Rumania as an undesirable 
alien. Sin* was deported two 
years later, 
Dillinger emerged trom the 
theater and into the steamy 
summer night accompanied bv 
a girl triend, Polly Hamilton, 
and Mrs, Sage, who wore an or­ 
ange-red skirt, an identifying 
mark for the agents. 
He had dyed his shortcropped 
hair coal black. His eyebrows 
were plucked to a fine line. He 
had grow n a small black mus­ 
tache. 
As the agents closed in. Dilli­ 
nger ran for a nearby alley. He 
was gunned down, shot at least 
three times. The agents said he 
drew a gun. 
In the fusillade two women 
passersby were wounded. Soon 
hundreds of persons gathered. 
Souvenir hunters dipped news­ 
papers and handkerchiefs in 
the blood that stained the pave­ 
ment. 
The theater went out of busi­ 
ness and was sold last week.

Kent Students on Cyprus 
May Have Been Evacuated 


KEN T, Ohio <AP) 
A group 
ot Kent State University stu­ 
dents on an archaeological ex- 
jiedition on war-torn Cyprus 
may already have been evac­ 
uated to safety, a school 
spokesman said Sundav 
Joe Durbin. K S l- public rela­ 
tions director, referred to news 
reports that a group of Harvard 
University students working on 
a similar project were evac­ 
uated to the British base at 
Dhekelia. 
“ The projects were quite 
close so it’s quite possible that 
the Kent students also were 
evacuated at that time,” Dur­ 
bin said. 


The evacuees were to be 
flown to London, Durbin said. 


“ I presume if and when they 
get to London they will be con­ 
tacting their homes,” he said. 
The group ot 15 students and 
a faculty member have been on 
Cyprus since July 1 and were 
scheduled to leave Aug. 24. The 
expedition was encamped at a 
copper mine site about 50 miles 
northeast ot Nicosia, the capital 
city ot Cyprus, where heavy 
fighting lias been reported 
The latest word trom the 
group came Saturday. Mrs 
Frederick Hollenoonner of 
Cleveland Heights said the giii- 
Iriend of her son, Chris, re­ 
ceived a telegram saying h»* 
was well and safe. 
“ The telegram was from Ni­ 
cosia.” site said. “ I ’m sure they 
are all very levelheaded and 
their group leaders will do the 
best possible to keep them 
safe."

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W orld Has N e w Trouble Spot 


A new trouble spot with global ramifications 
has made an entrance on the international scene 
—- Cyprus. 
The Mediterranean island was granted inde­ 
pendence from Great Britain Aug. 16. t960, and 
Archbishop Makarios became its president. By 
political adaptability, he managed to weather all 
storms until this week when he was overthrown 
by the island's national guard. 
MAKARIOS FACED numerous problems but 
at the center of the political turm oil was the de­ 
sire by Greek Cypriots for union with Greece and 
the resistance by the island’s Turkish Cypriot 
m inority (about 20 per cent of the population) to 
the unity movement. 
Under the agreement that established the 
Cyprus Republic, union with either Greece or 
Turkey was prohibited as was partition. Also, 
both Greece and Turkey were permitted to 
station troops on the island with authority to 
intervene if the status quo were altered 
Great B ritain’s presence on Cyprus through 
two large air bases further muddled the picture. 
Greece, Turkey and Britain are members of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organization Cyprus 
is not. 
No one knows at the moment whether fighting 
w ill break out between the Greeks and Turks. 
The Cyprus issue always has been a hot one for 
them and they already are feuding over offshore 
oil rights in the Aegean Sea. 
Another question involves the superpower 
lineup if the Greeks and Turks start shooting at 


each other. The United States has supported both 
Greece and Turkey through the years and rushed 
a mediator to Cyprus when trouble erupted in 
1963 and 1967. 
Although Makarios is not a Communist, he 
played politics with the Soviet Union He kept 
Cyprus out of NATO and the large Cyprus Com 
munist party <AKEL) helped keep him in power. 
The Soviet concern is that with Makarios out of 
the way, the Greek junta in Athens w ill gain 
control and pull Cyprus under the NATO um­ 
brella. The Turks would have something to say 
about that, however, but the Russians don’t know 
the intentions ot Turkey. 
So in addition to the possibility of immediate 
hostilities on Cyprus, there is the potential for 
long-term tension. 


THE SOVIET UNION already is attempting 
to get in a position where it can put pressure on 
Greece through the border states of Bulgaria and 
Yugoslavia. It won’t happen in Yugoslavia 
probably until Tito mow in his 80s) passes from 
the scene Bulgeria, though, is very pliable. If 
tin* Soviets can convince Romania to permit 
troops to pass through its territory to get to 
Bulgaria, then Greece w ill be confronted with 
Russian soldiers on its border 
Romania so far has resisted overtures for a So­ 
viet-controlled land corridor, but that could 
change in the future. 
Events on and around Cyprus w ill bear wat­ 
ching for a spark which could ignite big trouble. 
Deterrent to Burglaries 


Burglary is still the No. 2 crime m America 
Some 21 •_> m illion burglaries are committed 
every year — about one every 13 seconds 
for 
an estimated loss of more than $722 million. 
Only about one in every five burglaries is 
solved. Of the relatively small percentage of 
stolen goods that police recover, a large share 
can’t be identified and is eventually put up for 
public sale. This lack of positive identification ot 
stolen property also makes it difficult to obtain 
convictions for breaking and entering. 
“ O peration Id e n tific a tio n ,’ ’ a protection 
program sponsored by the National Association 
of Insurance Agents (NAIA), is a plan to put the 
thieves out of business. It simply involves per­ 
sonalizing or branding portable belongings with 
the owner’s personal identification number. 
Electric engraving pens are available at no cost 
through the local offices of NAIA members 
across the country. 
After branding their property, participants in 
Operation ID put decals on windows and doors 
reading, “ A ll items of value on these premises 
have been marked for ready identification by 
law enforcement agencies.*’ 
The idea is that, being forewarned, burglars 
won’t usually break in for any good burglar 
knows that marked items are not only hard to 
fence but offer police hard evidence for a con­ 
viction and are. therefore, an invitation to jail.

The results, where the program lias been put 
into operation, have been dramatic.

Operation Identification thus has three func­ 
tions. it deters burglaries, traces stolen property 
and helps prosecute thieves It also helps keep 
down spiraling insurance costs

possibility. 


They may therefore look with tavor on Pete 
Blaire’s “ currency conditioner.’’ The Mercer, 
Pa., inventor .-vi*s his device w ill speedily 
wrinkle a stack vt bills, thus minimizing the 
likelihood of unintended handouts. 


Many, however, like to get crisp currency - and 
not simply because of the bonus factor, either. 
We suggest that before bankers commit them­ 
selves to currency conditioning they find out how 
wrinkled money plays in Peoria.

The microfilm includes only 
part of the “Salem Journals” as 
these arc the only issues known 
to 
have 
survived, 
says* 
Audretsch. 
The Journal was published by 
John Hudson, a Union Army 
veteran and former printer of 
the 
Sa lem 
“ A nti-Slavery 
Bugle” from September, 1852 to 
1860. According to George D. 
Hunt’s 
“History 
of 
Salem ,” 
Hudson was “a member of the 


school hoard for a number of 
years, was mayor of the city 
and always took an active part 
In local affairs, especially in 
church and educational m at­ 
ters.” He died in Kansas City, 
Mo,, June 10, 1877.

newspapers, beginning w ith the

NFW Y O R K (A l*) — W hether 
the economy is having a spasm,

“W e are interested in w heth­ 
e r we can develop virus vac­ 
cines that w ill prevent cancer 
development in cats." 
Yohn explained that it he is 
successful, he hopes to carry 
his experim ents one step fu r­ 
ther and develop a vaccine that 
would prevent cancer in hu­ 
mans, 
He said if a cancer vaccine is 
ever developed 
for 
humans, 
scientists must know how much 
virus w ill be needed in the vac­ 
cine. how it w ill be killed, the 
dosage, and the most effective 
method ot im m unization 
W ith the grant, which will be 
distributed to the University 
over a three-vear period, Yohn 
and his assistants w ill work on 
two major im m unization pro­ 
gram s 
In 
one 
method, 
pregnant 
“queens" are im m unized with 
a dead virus vaccine At birth, 
their kittens are given the live 
virus to see it they are nnrnun«* 
to the disease.

ferenco at the polls. 
And she says neither she nor 
Secretary of the State Gloria 
Schaffer w ill lose votes because 
there are two women on the 
ticket, a tirst tor either major 
party in Connecticut. 
“ I think w e are two persons 
who are also women, 
Mrs. 
Grasso, 53. said alter her unan­ 
imous nomination Saturday hv 
the D e m o c r a tic sta te 
con 
\ ent ion. 
“ It s a natural tact and I tee! 
that what we bring by virtue ot 
our lifetimes ol public service 
and dedication are the t actors 
on which we will he judged." 
It Mrs. Grasso is ejected in 
November, she will be the lirst 
woman in the country to l>e 
com e governor without 
su c­ 
ceed mg her husband in oft ice. 
There have been three w om ­ 
en governors tmt each su c ­ 
ceeded their husbands. They 
were: Nellie Taylor Boss ot 
Wyoming in 1925, Miriam F er­ 
guson ot Texas in 1925. and 
Lurleen Wallace ot Alabama in 
1967. 
The selection of two women 
on the six-person state ticket 
“ makes political history in the 


country," Mrs. Grasso said. 
“ But in C on n ecticu t w e ’ve 
earned our chance and our can ­ 
didacies have been accepted in 
that light “ 
At one time in her campaign 
she felt her sex ought influence 
people to vote a certain way, 
“ I thought this might have 
been an issue because I had 
been told it would be But inter 
estingly this has not emerged," 
she said. 
Starting in 1953, Mrs Grasso 
served four years in tin* state 
House of Representatives She 
was elected secretary ot the 
state in 1958 and held the poM 
tor 12 years.
